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City Council-Its Record 
During Last Two Years 

A city council election will be held on Tuesday, September 18. For 
tfie convenience of voters, a summary of the major activities of the pre¬ 
sent council during its two-year tenure in office is presented- The council 
now consists of Mayor Richard Pilski, Charles F. Schwan, Elizabeth Maf¬ 
fay, Gil Weidenfeld and Rhea L. Cohen, 

Unlike recent previous councils, the current council has been char¬ 
acterized by divisions of opinion on many issues. 

Sewage Plant 

One of these issues, which has dominated the entire two-year period, 
has been the controversy over the construction of an on-site temporary 
sewage treatment plant at the northern tip of the Smith-Ewing tract 
east of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway, to service the 1,193 unit 
Greenbriar apartment complex. According to the developer, Alan Kay, 
the plant is to embody the most advanced methods of tertiary treatment 
of sewage effluent. 

The majority of council (consisting of Pilski, Schwan, Maffay, and 
Weidenfeld) felt that a recommendation for outright rejection of the 
treatment plant would not carry weight with State and county authori¬ 
ties, who were already favorably inclined toward the project as the result 
of evidence presented. Instead, the majority took the position that the 
plant should not be approved until extra safeguards were incorporated 
to assure that the plant would not represent a health or ecological haz¬ 
ard. 

The fifth council member — Rhea Cohen — urged outright rejection 
of the plant because she did not feel that the extra safeguards would 
ever eliminate the health hazard. She also felt that the plant was a cir¬ 
cumvention of the sewer moratorium. 

Land-Clearing 

Another issue arising out of Greenbriar concerned a proposal by the 
developer to clear the tract through the use of open-pit burning, known 
as the air curtain destructor (ACD) method. The developer asked that 
the city's anti-burning ordinance be amended to permit the ACD to burn 
tree products six inches or more in diameter. The majority of council, 
faced with a situation whereby the developer was hauling away stumps 
to a land fill 26 miles away, agreed on a compromise under which only 
stumps would be burned, the rest of the land to be cleared by chipping, 
with the chips made available to local citizens. Mrs. Cohen opposed any 
use of the ACD method because of its effects on vital air resources, but 
the majority felt that since stumps could not be chipped and had to be 
hauled away, the pollution created by truck exhaust fumes would be 
worse than the pollution caused by the burning of stumps.

James O’Sullivan Files 
For Council Election 

Dr. James P. O'Sullivan, 6218 
Breezewood Drive, was the first to 
announce, last week, his candidacy 
for city council. 

Additional individuals, including 
incumbents, desiring to become can¬ 
didates in the September 18 elec¬ 
tion for the five-man council must 
file petitions containing at least 50 
and not more than 60 signatures of 
qualified registered voters at the 
city clerk’s office. The deadline for 
filing is August 20. 

A registered voter may sign only 
one petition. Should a person sign 
more than one petition, the signa¬ 
ture is counted only on the first 
petition filed. Petition forms may 
be obtained from the city clerk’s 
office. Voters who have not voted in 
either of the last two city council 
elections or who have not yet reg¬ 
istered to vote in city elections may 
do so until August 20 at the city 
clerk’s office, Monday through Fri ¬ 
day, 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

The special voter registration 
held last Wednesday evening added 
a total of 84 voters to the rolls. 


Busing 

Another issue which divided council concerned a Federal court ruling 
requiring the busing of school children to eliminate the last vestiges of 
a segregated school system in Prince Georges county. Although the issue 
was not one that the city of Greenbelt could readily influence, Pilski 
and Maffay felt that the council should respond to citizen reaction by 
going on record opposing the forced busing of school children to achieve 
racial balance in the school system. The majority of council, consisting 
of Schwan, Weidenfeld, and Cohen, felt that this action was inappropriate 
since basic civil rights were involved which were then being determined 
by the judiciary. Instead, therefore, the entire council proposed that the 
implementation of the proposed busing plan be delayed to the fall so as 
to minimize the hardships on the student body. 

Budget and Taxes 

The budget adopted for 1973-74 was another subject causing a differ¬ 
ence of opinion. The budget for the previous year (1972-73), which 
provided for an 8-cent increase in the property tax rate from 84c to 92c 
per $100 assessed valuation, was unanimously adopted. However the 
budget for 1973-74 which provided for no tax increase, after taking into 
account the tax rebate provided by the county government (and which 
the council had lobbied for), was a cause of contention. Mrs. Cohen felt 
that the tax rate could have been lowered if a larger portion of Federal 
revenue-sharing funds had been used to reduce taxes. The majoritv 
consisting of Pilski, Schwan, Weidenfeld. and Maffay, preferred to use a 
greater portion of revenue-sharing funds for such capital improvement 
bond items as the Springhill Lake Recreation Center. In this way thev 
argued, bond issue money could be freed for purchase of parkland' ’ Such 
money, they said, would be stretched to the fullest because parkland 
money can be matched by Federal and State open-space grants. 

Indoor Tennis Courts 

Another controversial issue concerned the proposal for use of 4.5 
acres of parcel 15 near the Capital Beltway just south of Greenbelt Lake 
P r :r atply - 0perated indoor -°utdoor tennis complex. Schwan and 
Weidenfeld voted for the proposal on the grounds the facility would 
augment the city’s recreation program at no cost to the city and that the 
city would acquire revenue from the project with which to purchase the 
rest of parcel 15. The majority, consisting of Pilski, Maffay, and Cohen 
rejected the project on the grounds that it might pave the wav for other 
commercial ventures on parcel 15, which is presently zoned residential. 

Election Supervisors 

finally, council split on the issue of establishing a board of election 
supervisors that would take over most of the functions of the council 
and city clerk m supervising the registration of voters, conducting the 
election, and appointing election judges and clerks. Schwan and Cohen 
favored the proposal and Pilski, Maffay, and Weidenfeld opposed. 

Parkland 

On other, less controversial matters, the council moved ahead It 
approved purchase of the 12.9-acre Springhill Lake golf course for $86,700, 
of winch the city had to put up only 25 percent, the rest coming from 
Federal and State sources. This land will be used for athletic fields 
and picnic grounds and will provide a site for the Springhill Lake Rec¬ 
reation Renter. The council also acquired 13.9 acres of surplus land 
donated by the Federal Government in the northeast part of town 
adjacent to the Baltimore-Washington Parkway. Council also took the 
first steps in acquiring additional parkland in parcel 15 parcel 1 and 
the Smith-Ewing tract, thus forestalling high-density development of 
these properties.

Sewer Righ‘-of-Way Request

NASA (Goddard Space Flight Center) announced last week 
that it has rejected the request of the Greenbriar developer, Alan 
Kay, for a right-of-way across 150 feet of NASA property. The 
purpose of the right-of-way was to permit the piping of effluent 
from the Greenbriar on-site sewage treatment plant to a point 
of discharge on a receiving stream on NASA property. 


The requirement for piping was 
one of the conditions recommended 
by Greenbelt city council in its 
resolution of February 7, 1972. The 
council was desirous of making 
certain that the effluent would be 
enclosed in a pipe to a point in the 
receiving stream where the flow 
was no longer intermittent. The 
county council and the State De¬ 
partment of Health and Mental Hy¬ 
giene accepted the city council’s 
recommendation and required the 
piping as a condition for approval 
of the sewage plant. 

NASA's Position 

According to the NASA^attorney, 
Alvin Bass, who handled the Green¬ 
briar case, NASA considered the 
developer’s request and also the 
views of environmental groups. In 
denying the right-of-way, the NA¬ 
SA official stated that the informa¬ 
tion the developers submitted did 
not demonstrate that the effluent 
would meet the state and the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency’s 
water quality standards. NASA 
further advised Kay that he had 
not obtained a permit to discharge 
from EPA. NASA was also con¬ 
cerned about the possibility of nox¬ 
ious odors and about the aesthetic 
appearance of the plant, since NA¬ 
SA intends to build a visitor’s cen¬ 
ter which would be visible from the 
plant site. 

However, Bass stated that Kay 
was informed that NASA would be 
willing to re-evaluate the request 
if the developer meets the above 
objections. At this stage, NASA 
would ask for an environmental 
impact statement. Such a state¬ 
ment would require a 90-day wait¬ 
ing period for filing and counter¬ 
filing, 

Kay Responds 

Alan Kay told the News Review’ 
that he intended to pursue his plan 
of obtaining the right-of-way for 
the pipe line on NASA's property 
He stated that the effluent from 
the plant meets both state and fed¬ 
eral water quality standards and 
that if EPA’s new guidelines were 
to require the removal of nitrogen, 
then certainly he would have the 
nitrogen removed. (If EPA's 
guidelines—which have not yet 
been issued—require the removal of 
nitrogen from all waters which 
eventually reach the Potomac- 
then a permit to discharge will 
not be issued until this require¬ 
ment is met, an EPA official told the 
News Review.) 

Kay felt he could effectively an¬ 
swer all of NASA’s objections. He 
said he would plant trees all around 
the sewage treatment plant to 
screen it from the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway as well as from 
NASA’s side. He planned to have 
his consultants and the plant en¬ 
gineer give affidavits affirming that 
the plant would not give off nox¬ 
ious odors. 

Kay said that the WSSC had 
filed for a discharge permit from

EPA and that this was their re¬ 
sponsibility and not his. “Whatever 
they (NASA) require us to do, we’ll 
do,” Kay proclaimed. 

Kay has already started construc¬ 
tion of the buildings in the west 
section of the project, and he has 
also received a permit from the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission for construction of the 
sewage plant. 

If Kay does not get a right-of- 
way, WSSC has specified that it will 
not give him an operational permit 
for the treatment plant. The coun- 
ty, when it issued the building per¬ 
mits for the apartments last March, 
also specified that no use and oc¬ 
cupancy permits will be granted 
unless the sewage plant is opera¬ 
tional in accordance with the condi¬ 
tions laid down by the County Ten- 
Year Water and Sewer Plan, 

County's Requirements 

As a further condition of the 
building permits, the county re¬ 
quired a performance bond in the 
punitive sum of $500,000 to guaran¬ 
tee that phase 1 of the package 
treatment plant would be construc¬ 
ted and operational by October 1 
1973. 

According to Jay Morris, admin¬ 
istrative assistant to county execu¬ 
tive William Gullett, if NASA re¬ 
quested an environmental impact 
statement, the county would not im¬ 
pose the $500,000 fine. 

The NASA action culminates a 
persistent campaign by the Prince 
Georges Environment Coalition and 
the Greenbelt Save Our Communi¬ 
ty Committee, under the direction 
of the firm of Covington and Bur¬ 
ling, to have NASA follow the 
procedures of the National Envi¬ 
ronmental Policy Act in determin¬ 
ing whether the environment would 
be adversely affected by the Green¬ 
briar project. 

Kay also has pending with the 
National Park Service a request 
for an alternative right-of-way a- 
cross NPS land adjacent to the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
that would permit piping to another 
part of the receiving stream. NPS 
has taken the position that it will 
not consider the developer’s appli¬ 
cation until his request with NASA 
was disposed of. 


Aluminum Recycling 

Effective immediately the City 
will accept aluminum at the Public 
Works Warehouse for recycling 
purposes. As is currently done with 
glass, residents wishing to recycle 
aluminum may do so by bringing 
it to the warehouse between the 
hours of 8 a.m. and 4:30 p.m., Mon¬ 
day through Friday and Saturday 
mornings until noon. Arrangements 
will be made in the near future for 
additional evening and weekend 
hours. Specially marked containers 
have been set out for deposit of the 
aluminum. 

At present only material or con¬ 
tainers made entirely of aluminum 
will be accepted for recycling. In 
addition to beverage cans, a num ¬ 
ber of food items sold in the 
Greenbelt and Metropolitan Wash¬ 
ington area are packaged in all¬ 
aluminum containers, including 
both fresh and frozen bakery items, 
canned meats and various conven¬ 
ience foods such as sandwich 
spreads, pizzas, pot pies, puddings, 
snack items and the like. An easy 
way to identify an all-aluminum 
can is by its lightweight, smooth 
properties and the absence of a 
seam on the side. Similarly, a mag¬ 
net will not stick to an all al¬ 
uminum can or other container. 
The frames from discarded lawn 
furniture are also recyclable. Waste 
alumnium foil may also be recyc¬ 
led. 

For health and sanitation reas¬ 
ons. all food containers must be 
washed clean prior to deposit for 
recycling.

Center Mall Improvement 

Council approved a plan for renovating the city-owned property in 
the Center Mall that lies between Centerway and the statue. The $55,000 
cost is to be financed through bonds to be repaid by a tax levied against 
a special taxing district consisting of the properties within the commer¬ 
cial center. 

Environmental Matters 

The council set up a citizens' environmental group to secure citizen 
support for conservation programs. It adopted a clean lots ordinance 
which requires property owners, when notified by the city, to remove 
litter. It strongly opposed a National Park Service proposal for a swap 
of land with the Marshall Hall amusement park owners that would have 
made available a portion of the Greenbelt Regional Park for private de¬ 
velopment. It also opposed proposals for making surplus land available 
at the Agricultural Research Center for the Marriott Great America 


Greenbelt was the scene of a 
motorcycle accident resulting in 
serious injuries to three people oil 
Sunday morning. 

At approximately 7:30 a.m. city 
police received a dispatch call that 
a child had fallen from a bike. 
When they responded to the call, 
they found the motorcycle and 
three injured young people. An 
ambulance was immediately called. 

All three had been riding on the 
mortorcycle down Empire Place 
when the driver lost control of the 
vehicle. He ran into a parked car 
and the riders were thrown in all 
directions.

Other Matters 

Council agreed that the city rights-of-way along Lakeside Drive and 
Nortliway should be cleared of trees, shrubs, and fences so that pedes¬ 
trians, especially school children, would not have to walk in the streets. 

Council liberalized the eligibility requirements needed by elderly 
homeowners to qualify for a tax credit, and extended similar relief to 
elderly tenants. 

Council received approval for a $58,998 Federal grant under the Om 
nibus Crime Control and Safe Streets Act to establish and operate a 
Youth Service Bureau (Greenbelt CARES) to provide walk-in counseling 
service. It also received Federal grant money for a feasibility study of 
intra-city bus service for the Greenbelt area. 

Council initiated a twice-a--week trash collection service (previously 
three a week), with the third collection day devoted exclusively to news-, 
.paper collections. 

Council approved the lighting of four tennis courts at the Center, at 
a cost of $9,000.

Traffic Safety Experiment 

Following up the recommenda¬ 
tions of a traffic study completed 
last winter, the City this week in¬ 
stalled rough pavement rumble 
strips on Crescent Road as a means 
of providing an audible warning 
to drivers approaching a pedestri¬ 
an cross walk.

Although scheduled as a special 
meeting, council accomplished a lot 
of business at its July 23 gathering. 
Besides the usual go-around over 
Greenbriar, the council reviewed a 
preliminary plan for development 
of parcel Q of Beltway Plaza, 
moved ahead on the Center Mall 
renovation project, discussed the 
air curtain destructor experience, 
and introducid measures for first 
reading. 

Against Strip Zoning 
The council was not sympathetic 
to the Beltway Plaza developer’s 
latest plans for the shopping center 
involving a subdivision known as 
parcel Q, located on the east side 
of Cherrywood Lane adjacent to 
the ARCO service station. Parcel 
Q is to be developed as a High’s 
store and will replace the existing 
store in the original part of the 
shopping center. 

Agreeing with the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board, the council termed 
this plan “piecemeal development” 
and pointed to the Topsy-like, un¬ 
attractive growth of Beltway Plaza 
resulting from lack of coordinated 
planning. 

A representative of the developer 
told council that the developer, Sid¬ 
ney Brown, cannot make a total 
plan until such time as he has 
actual commerical interests willing 
to lease and develop a portion of 
the shopping center. 

But the council members re¬ 
mained skeptical, pointing to the 
development of other shopping cen¬ 
ters in the area. "The fact that 
Brown has been unable to develop 
his project as a strong regional 
shopping center is no excuse for us 
to forego the public interest" seemed 
to sum up the collective attitude of 
council. 

The council ended up recom¬ 
mending to Maryland National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commission 
denial of the plan until such time 
£ complete plan of development 
for the remainder of the Beitway 
Plaza properties is prepared and 
approved by the city. This position 
is consistent with previous recom¬ 
mendations of council when a simi¬ 
lar plan came up in October 1971 
for the subdivision on the west side 
of Cherrywood Lane.

ject got a boost when counoil re¬ 
ceived enough bidders so it could 
award contracts. International 
Concrete got the bid for the con¬ 
crete replacement work at $11,070. 
The city work crew will do the 
demolition work. Standard Marble 
will apply the special concrete 
work (Baumanite) at $14,297, And 
Maurice Electrical Supply Co. will 
supply pole lamps and flush mount¬ 
ed lights at $1,673. 

Council also provided the financ¬ 
ing to accompany the bids by au¬ 
thorizing the borrowing of $60,000 
for 6 months at an annual 5% in¬ 
terest rate. This as temporary fi¬ 
nancing, as the city expects to issue 
bonds and levy assessments against 
the special tax district consisting 
of the property owners in the cen¬ 
ter. 

Air Curtain Destructor 

The air curtain destructor (ACD) 
method used to clear the Smith- 
Ewing tract came in for evaluation 
bv city manager James Giese. He 
said there were limitations as to 
the ACD method, but he noted that 
it had never been claimed that the 
method was pollution-free. He said 
special difficulties arose because 
the Smith-Ewing soil consisted of 
soft clay, which led to a number of 
collapsed pit walls, causing smoke 
emissions. 

Giese also noted that the ACD 
method when limited to just stumps 
— as was done in a compromise 
worked out with the developer — 
complicated the problem since the 
right kind of fire could not be 
created without adding additional 
material. Giese also commented 
that perhaps the city overinspected 
in that the inspectors became too 
sympathetic to the problems. 

Council wo man Rhea Cohen inter¬ 
preted this report as confirmation 
of her feeling that the city’s anti¬ 
burning ordinance should never 
have been amended to permit the 
ACD method. Mayor Richard Pils- 
ki took issue, noting that the num¬ 
ber of instances of smoke emis¬ 
sions and violations were few.
